THE LUMBER COMBINE. 
There is a genera’ squeal throughout 
the West against the operations of 
the ‘amber combine. In Alberta the 
principa! classes of lumber brought in 
from the Pacific coast are No. 2, fleor- 
ing, ceiling and siding. Im 1901 these 
classes of lumber were sold at Edmon- 
ton at $27 per thousand feet. In 1902 
they were sold at $29 per thousand 
feet, but since Jan, Ist, 1963, they have 
been sold at $36 per thousand feet ; and 
there are rumors of a further increase. 
No one can buy B. C. lumber. excepo 
he eels it at these’ prices, The only. 
good feature in the ches from our poinc 
of view is that che foc al consumers ‘in 
British Coiumbia paly just about the 
same price as the cdnsumers in Norib 
Alberta. Ii ever a combine exisied 
this is certainly one, and if it can iake 


$9 per thousand fect more out of the 


pubiic this year than it did fourceen 
months ago, withouc any change of 
conditions of production, what may be 
expected of it during the rush of the 
coming summer. 

The combine is the great question 
which has. to be faced by the people of 
the present day, and how it 6 ta be ei- 
fecinaliy deait with is got very evir 
dert. + ugyonmmcagap of the customs 
tariff may hea 2p effect in certain 
cases, and certain’y no manipulatiqn 
should be allow ron that wouls aid a 
combine. But when any certain in- 
dustry is controled by a combine which 
operates equally; on both sides of che 
boundary, it is evident chat whatever 
a reduciion of tariff may~do, an in- 
creage of tariff can only feed the com- 
bine. 

Mere legistation ‘cannot reach ‘the 
vital spot in the combine octupous, Tt 
would seem 
cooperation is.the only means whereby 
the people can iight the combines, In 
the case of some indusiries ihe reason 
for this beings done is net greai, and in 
others it may be said, that it is net pos 
sible. But on the other hand, some- 
thing will have to be done to protect 


the ordiaary pub.ic from thove ragbber 
barons who levy upon them as they 
pleare, without regard to vaiue, shel- 
tered and protected by that complete 
eocial organizat.on and maintenance of 
the form of jusiice which is the pride 
and purpose of civilization. Every de- 
velopment of the ptesibilities of the 
combines sirencihens the case for 
state gwnership, and state ownership 
seems to be the only and yinil and ef- 
feciive remedy. A remedy o! the evil 
of which can clainky be foreseen, bui 
with the imcreage o. cembines at the 
presemt rate, tray soon be looked upon 
by the pub.ic as the lesser evil.
